I'rmldenl, (JhlcuKM Hoard HI Hfnlth, 
Chemists have produced colors 


and dyes of every shade, with re- 
sulting beauty never known he- 
fore, in fabrics, materials and ar- 
ticles of every 
description. 
But 


with the use of chemical dyes a 
peculiar health problem has arisen. 
There are persons who are sensi- 
tive to certain of these dyes. When 
the dyes are used In the clothing 
such persons wear, a rash or skin 
inflammation 
may develop. The 


skin inflammation which results Is 
called 
contact 
dermatitis 
(der- 
mat-itis ) 


Any article of clothing which 
contains dye or material which is 
Irritating or to which the person 
is sensitive 
may cause contact 


dermatitis. Furs dyed with para- 
phenylendlamlne (par-ah-fen-il-en- 
dl-amin) 
arc 
often 
responsible. 


Dress materials, scarves, leather 
hat blinds, stockings or shoes dyed 
with this same preparation may 
also be A source. It has been stated 
that dermatitis from a hat band 
may be due to arsenic or cresol, 
used 
in "tanning" 
the leather 


Dermatitis from shoes may be due 
to sensitivity to the blacking, to 
dye, 
to bleaches or to the leather 


Itself. Dermatitis from fur usually 
occurs on the neck, the throat o 
around the jaws and the lower 
parts of the cars. If the sleeves 
arc also covered with fur. the 
wrists may be affected unless the 
individual wears gloves. Black is 
the dye which most often causes 
dermatitis. Brown and red dyes 
are also1* some times responsible. 


When Due to Dress. 


Dermatitis from a dress usually 


is located on the shoulders, arms 
and in the armpits. The condition 
may produce severe headaches and 
scaling of the skin in some in- 
stances, while in others there may 
be merely a little redness and a 
great, deal of itching. 


In order to tell when a piece of 


clothing 
is responsible 
for 
the 


trouble, whnt is known as n patch 
test is carried out. In making o 
patch test, a piece of the dyeii 
material, moistened with the sweat 
obtained from the patient's arm 
pit is fastened to the skin with a 
piece of adhesive tape. This Is left 
on for 24 hours and the reaction 
is noted. Caution must be u.sed in 
making this patch test because se- 
vere i cactlons may occur if the 
individual is excessively sensitive 


The cases in which the eruption 


is due to sensitivity mu usually 
not as severe as those due to di- 
rect Irritation of the skin by the 
dye. 
Following the first contact 


with tho clothing in the Instances 
where direct irritation occurs, se- 
vere Itching and redness develop 
In addition, there may be other 
symptoms, such as headache, a 
feeling 
of 
sickness, fever, joint 


pains and the presence of albumin 
in the urine.

Dr. Blodgett is of the General 
Electric company's research lab- 
oratory.

thing was f i n d i n g that an 
oily film a. single molecule thick 
can be spread on the surface of 
water. 
This discovery waa made by Dr. 
Irving Langmuir of General Elec- 
tric, winner of the Nobel prize in 
chemistry. Miss Blodgett is his as- 
sociate. They 'found that by dip- 
ping a piece of glass- thru the 
floating film, the single molecule 
layer would transfer to the solid 
surface. Each dip adds one layer.

Burke predicted Monday night that 
"when the opportunity is offered 
to present the entire record of mal- 
administration" by the labor rela- 
tions 
board, 
"the demand for 
change will be irresistible." 


"A Tseriea of amendments (to the 
national labor relations act) will 
be offered when congress con- 
venes," the senator said in a broad- 
cast. He declared that the act had 
contributed to unreat in labor1 con- 
ditions, rather than to peace, as it 
was intended to do. The act has 
proven an injustice to workers, 
Burke added, in that it has failed 
to protect workers from coercion 
by high powered union organizers, 
and has resulted in labor board 
decisions ifsually favoring "a par- 
ticular type of labor organization," 
altho a large minority 
of 
the 


workers might want the opposite 
type of organization. "Recently," 
he said, "the international labor 
office published the statistics of 
labor disputes in 19 countries dur- 
ing the past year. Do you know 
that report discloses' that In a 
number of disputes, in the total of 
workers involved, and in work days 
lost our country exceeded in each 
of the three particulars the com- 
bined totals of the other IS coun- 
tries under examination? 
"Is it any wonder that there is 
so great a demand for a?change? 
Such a record under a statute 
the declared objective of which is 
to diminish the causes of labor dis- 
putes by a board with all the force 
of the federal government behind 
it, operated at an enormous cost 
to the government, and at stagger- 
ing expense to the individual citi- 
zen."

There should be enough 
for any secretary of the Interior 
department to do within his own 
agency, without meddling in for- 
eign1 affairs. If no official repri- 
mand is forthcoming now the peo- 
ple can speak effectively on the 
matter at a later, time and in a 
proper manner. In the meantime 
they may approve the restraint, 
the dignity and the decisive reply 
to the German demand by Sumner 
Welles, representing the depart- 
ment of state.

the discussion and comment on the 
filling of vacancies in the presi- 
dent's cabinet, it might be assumed 
that it really matters here who is 
or is not in the portfolios so far as 
the external world is concerned. 


Actually, the president is the 


dominating influence in the ad- 
ministration, and it is about as: 
important a matter as if the gen- 
eral manager of a company were 
choosing the head of a division or 
department. 
If the choice is a 


poor one, the reflection is upon the 
general manager and not primar- 
ily on his subordinates. It's an 
internal rather than an external 
problem. 
For nearly six years now, Mr. 


Roosevelt has been running the 
national government, making its 
policies, issuing instructions to the 
cabinet secretaries and in general 
carrying on his administration 
very much after the fashion of 
other dominant personalities, like 
President Wilson and President 
Theodore Roosevelt. The cabinet 
secretaries are rarely in the lime- 
light except as they are directed to 
do specific things by the man in 
the white house. 
So, whether Mr. Roosevelt picks 
Gov. Murphy for the attorney gen- 
eralship or for the department of 
labor or neither or whether he 
elevates Solicitor General Robert 
Jackson to be attorney general, it 
really isn't as much a subject of 
public concern as it would be if 
the .United States had a parlia- 
mentary s y s t e m of government 
wherein the cabinet can be made 
responsible directly to the wishes 
of the people. Both Messrs. Jack- 
son and Murphy are able expo- 
nents of the new deal philosophy 
and are the type of public servants 
who know how to " execute the 
principles of the administration. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Murphy, 


he has been under fire on accoun! 
of his handling of the sitdown 
strikes in Michigan, but public 
criticism has been somewhat un- 
fa i r, because it was President 
Roosevelt himself who kept direct- 
ing the Michigan governor from 
behind the scenes. Perhaps thai 
is one of the reasons why Mr 
Roosevelt feels a personal respon- 
sibility for the events which led to 
Mr. Murphv's defeat In the las- 
election. 
With the exception o: 
this one m i s t a k e—the sitdown 
strike—the Michigan governor has 
made a rather excellent record in 
public life, having handled, for 
instance, the job of governor gen- 
eral of the Philippines most satis- 
factorily. He would be a worth- 
while addition to the official fam- 
ily here. 


As for Mr. Jackson, the solicitor 


general, he is already a conspicu- 
ous figure in new deal councils 
but his elevation to the attorney 
generalship might mean the bring- 
ing of some order out of the chaos 
that has existed there ever since 
the "consent 
decree" 
confusion 
was Introduced by a well-meaning 
but misguided prosecutor of am- 
biguously written anti-trust laws. 
There is a big job ahead in the 
department of justice, and that's 
to help draft a real set of anti 
trust laws which will promote fair 
competition instead of stifling it 
and some statesmanship

prove a wholesome thing, especially 
as the congress gets ready to re 
vise the anti-trust legislation as a 
whole.

Grid Rules Likely 
Stand Unchanged 


CHICAGO. (UP). The nation's 


football coaches gather for their 
annual meeting which 
will be 
highlighted by a discussion of rules 
to govern college and secondary 
school competition for 1930. 


The four-day gathering* of the 


national coaches association, which 
will meet jointly with the na- 
tional collegiate athletic associa- 
tion, formally opens Tuesday night 
with a trustees' 
dinner. Actual 
business does not get under way 
until Wednesday, however, when 
the nil-important rules committee 
headed by Columbia's Lou Little 
begins discussions on the gridiron 
code for next season. 


Prevailing sentiment among 


majority of coaches is to leave the 
rules as they arc. As result, the 
association was not expected to 
recommend any radical changes. 


Arguments for and against elim-
